TO BE HELD JUNE 18, 1912 



To the Republican Electors of the United 
States: 

In accordance with established custom and 
in obedience to instructions of the Republican 
national convention of 1908, the Republican 
national^ committee now directs that a national 
convention of delegated representatives of the 
Republican party be held in the City of Chi- 
cago, in the State of Illinois, at 12 o'clock 
noon, on Tuesday, the 18th day of June, 1912, 
for the purpose of nominating candidates for 
president and vice-president, to be voted for 
at the presidential election on Tuesdav, 
November S, 1912, and for the transaction of 
such other business as may properly come 
before it. 

The Republican electors of the several states 
and territories, including the District of 
Columbia, Alaska, Porto Rico and the Philip- 
pine Islands, and all other electors without 
regard to past political affiliation, who believe 
in the principles of the Republican party and 
endorse its policies, are cordiallv invited to 
unite under this call in the selection of dele- 
gates to said convention. Said national con- 
vention shall consist of four delegates-at-large 
from each state, and two delegates-at-larore 
for each representative-at-large in the Con- 
gress, two delegates from each congressional 
district, six delegates from each of the terri- 
tories, and two delegates each from the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, Alaska, Porto Rico and the 
Philippine Islands. For each delegate elected 
to this convention an alternate delegate shall 
be chosen who shall serve in case of the ab- 
sence of his principal. 

The delcgatcs-at-Iarge and their alternates 
shall be elected by popular state and territorial 
conventions called by the Republican state or 
territorial committee, of which at least thirty 
days' notice shall have been published in some 
newspaper or newspapers of general circula- 
tion in the respective state or territory. 

The congressional district delegates shall be 
elected by conventions called by the Republi- 
can congressional committee of each district, 
of which at least thirty days* notice shall have 
been published in some newspaper or news- 
papers of general circulation in the district; 
provided that in any congressional district 
where there is no Republican congressional 
committee, the Republican state committee 
shall be substituted for and represent the con- 
gressional committee in issuing said call and 
making said publication; and, provided that 
delegates or their alternates shall be deemed 
ineligible to participate in state or district or 
territorial convention who were elected prior 
to the date of the adoption of this call; and, 
provided that delegates and alternates, both 
from the state at large and from each con- 
cessional district may be elected in conform- 
ity with the laws of the state in which the 
election occurs if the state committee or any 
stich^ congressional committee so direct; but, 
provided further that in no state shall an 



election be so held as to prevent the delegates 
from any congressional district and their alter- 
nates being selected bv the Republican electors 
of that district. 

The election of delegates from the District 
of Columbia shall be held under the direction 
and supervision of an election board composed 
of Messrs. Leonard P. Bradshaw, John Lewis 
Smith and Andrew J. Thomas, of the District 
of Columbia. This board shall have authority 
to fix the date of said election, subject to 
prior provision herein, and to arrange all de- 
tails incident thereto; and shall provide for a 
registration of the votes cast, such registration 
to include the name and residence of each 
voter. 

The delegates from the territories and 
Alaska shall be selected in the manner of 
electing delegates-at-large from the state as 
provided herein. 

The delegates from Porto Rico and the 
Philippine Islands shall be elected in con- 
formity with certain rules and regulations 
adopted by this committee, copies of which 
are to be furnished to the governing committee 
of the Republican party in Porto Rico and 
the Philippine Islands. 

All delegates shall be elected not earlier 
than thirty days after the date of this call 
and not later than thirty days before the date 
of the meeting of the Republican national con- 
vention, for which this call is issued, unless 
otherwise provided by the laws of a state. 

The credentials of each delegate and alter- 
nate must be forwarded to the secretary of 
the Republican national committee at Chicago, 
Illinois, at least twenty days before the date 
fixed for the meeting of the convention, for 
use in making up the temporary roll. Where 
more than the authorized number of dele^tes 
are reported to the secretary of the national 
committee a contest shall be deemed to exist, 
and the secretary shall notify the several dele- 
gates so reported and shall submit all such 
credentials and claims to the whole committee 
for decision as to which delegates reported 
. shall be placed on the temporary roll of the 
convention. 

All notices of contest shall be submitted in 
writing accompanied by printed statement 
setting forth the ground of contest, which 
must be filed with the secretary of the com- 
mittee twenty days prior to the meeting of 
the national convention. 

In promulgating this call the secretary of 
the Republican national committee is directed 
to send a copy of it to the member of the 
national committee of each state, and enclose 
therewith a copy of the call for the chairman 
and secretary of the state executive committee 
to be forwarded to said chairman and secre- 
tary by the member of the national committee.

REPUBLICAN PLATFORM 

Adopted at Chicago, June 18 



* * * "The republican party declares un- 
equivocally for a revision of the tariff ])y a 
special session of congress immediately fol- 
lowing the inauguration of the next president, 
and commends the steps already taken to this 
end in the work assigned to the appropriate 
committees of congress which are now investi- 
gating the operation and effect of existing 
schedules. In all tariff legislation the true 
principle of protection is best maintained by 
the imposition of such duties as will e<iual 
the difference between the cost of production 
at home and abroad, together with a reason- 
able profit to American industries. We favor 
the establishment of maximum and minimum 
rates to be administered by the i)resi(lent un- 
der limitations fixed in the law. the maximum 
to be available to meet discriminations by for- 
eign countries against American goods en- 
tering their markets and the minimum lo rep- 
resent the normal measure of protection at 
home; the aim and purpose of the republican 
policy being not only to i)reserve, without 
excessive duties, that security against foreign 
competition to which American muanfactur- 
ers, farmers and producers are entitled, but 
also to maintain the hit^h standard of living 
of the wage earners of this country, who arc 
the most direct beneficiaries of the protective 
system. Between the United States and the 
Philippines we believe in a free interchange 
of products with such limitations as to sugar 
and tobacco as will afford adequate protection 
to domestic interests. 

**We approve the emergency measures 
adopted by the government during the recent 
financial disturbance, and especially commend 
the passage by congress at the last session of 
the law designed to protect the country from 
a repetition of such stringency. The repub- 
lican party is committed to the development of 
a permanent currency system, responding to 
our greater needs, and the appointment of the 
national monetary commission by the present 
congress which will impartially investigate all 
proposed methods insures the early realization 
of this purpose. 

"We favor the establishment of a postal 
savings bank system for the convenience of 
the people and the encouragement of thrift. 

"The republican party i)assed the Sherman 
anti-trust law over democratic opposition, and 
enforced it after democratic dereliction. It 
has been a wholesome instrument for good in 
the hands of a wise and fearless administra- 
tion. But experience has shown that its ef- 
fectiveness can be strengthened and its real 
objects better attained by such amendment^ 
as will give to the federal government greater 
supervision and control over, and secure 
greater publicity in, the management of that 
class of corporations engaged in interstate 
commerce having pt)wer and opportunity to 
effect monopolies. 

"We approve the enactment of the railroad 
rate law and the vigorous enforcement by the 
present administration of the statutes against 
rebates and discriminations, as a result of which 
the advantages formerly posses.<ied by the large 
shipper over the small shipper have substan- 
tially di.sappeared, and in this connection we 



commend the appropriation by the present 
congress to enable the interstate-commerce 
commission to thoroughly investigate and give 
publicity to the accounts of interstate rail- 
roads. Wc believe, however, that the inter- 
state-coniiiuTcc law should be further amended 
so as to give railroads the right to make and 
l)ul)lish traffic agreements subject to the ap- 
l)roval of the commission, but maintaining al- 
ways the principle of competition between 
naturally comi)eting lines and avoiding the 
common control of such lines by any means 
whatsoever. We favor such national legisla- 
tion and supervision as will prevent the future 
overissue of stocks and ])on(ls by interstate 
carriers. 

"The rei)ublican party will uphold at all 
times the authority and integrity of the courts, 
state and federal. an<l will ever insist that 
their powers to enforce their process and to 
protect life, liberty and property shall be pre- 
served inviolate. We believe, however, that 
the rules of procedure in the federal courts 
with respect to the issuance of the writ of in- 
junction should be more accurately defined by 
statute and that no injunction or temporary 
restraining order should be issued without no- 
tice. excei)t where irreparable injury would 
result from delay, in which case a speedy hear- 
ing thereafter should be granted. 

**We indorse the movement inaugurated by 
the administration for the conservation of 
natural resources; we approve all measures to 
prevent the waste of timber; we commend the 
work now going on for the reclamation of 
arid lands, and reaffirm the republican policy 
of the free distribution of the available areas 
of the public domain to the landless settler. 
Xo obligation of the future is more insistent 
and none will result in greater blessings to 
posterity. In line with this splendid under- 
taking is the further duty, equally imperative, 
to enter upon a systematic improvement upon 
a large and comprehensive plan, just to all 
portions of the country, of the waterways, 
harbors and great lakes, whose natural adapt- 
ability to the increasing trafTic of the land is 
one of the greatest gifts of a benign Trovi- 
dence. 

"W'e adhere to the republican doctrine of 
encouragement to .\merican shipping and urge 
such legislation as will revive the merchant 
marine prestige of the country, so essential 
to national defense, the enlargement of for- 
eign trade and the industrial prosperity of our 
own people. 

"We reaffirm our former declarations that 
the civil-service laws enacted, extended and 
enforced by the republican party shall con- 
tinue to be maintained and obeyed. 

*'We commend the effort^ designed to se- 
cure greater etiiciency in national i)ublic 
health agencies and favor such legislation as 
will effect this purpose. 

"In the interest of the great niineral indus- 
tries of our country we earnestly favor the 
establishment of a bureau of mines and mining. 

"We favor the immediate admission of the 
territories of New Mexico and Arizona as 
separate states in the union."

<rs of this club; the farsightedness of 
those who transforuKHl the !)eighborhood 
group into a great downtown club; the 
courage of those who dared to take pos- 
session of the Monroe and Clark stiHiets 
site; the unselfishness of those who lim- 
ited themselves in order that the bond 
issues might be cancelled, the old indebt- 
edness discharged, a substantial sinking 
fund established, and the sale of the 
bonds for this building — these and the 
nmnv other contributions to the event 
which we celebrate tonight are gratefully 
lecalled by the present membership of 
the Hamilton Club. 

We rejoice, too, that our brethren — 
formerly of the Marquette Club, an organ- 
ization which did so much for our coun- 
trv and our communitv — make common 
cause with us tonight, and we are also 
greatly honored by the presence of several 
of our former presidents. 

When in Georgia a short time ago, I 
would frequently pass an old darkey who 
was constantly sitting in front of his hut. 
Upon approaching him one day, I said, 
'•^By the way. Uncle, what do you do to 
pass the time away?" an<l he replied, 
"Well, sometimes I sit and think and 
sometimes I just sit." Presidents of th<» 
Hamilton Club do not have time to "Just 
sit." There are always a great many dif- 
ferent problems to be solved, and constant 
attention to club activities is essential. 
Each year is an important period in th(» 
history of every club, and I am looking 
forward with great plejisure, within th«» 
next forty-eight hours, to join the ranks 
of our distinguished brothers here on my 
right 

Two of our most beloved ex-presidents 
have been called beyond : Mr. Hope Reotl 
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Cody ami Mr. Robert Mather. 1 Avoiild 
suggest that we rise and bow our heads 
in silence for a moment.

As we have several speakers tonight, 
the committee in charge decided that we 
would ask each speaker to limit himself 
to three minutes. The first gentleman 1 
am going to call upon will be Mr. Robert 
McMurdy, the first president of the Ham- 
ilton Club, and I am going to request that 
Mr. McMurdj, wiien his three minutes arc* 
up — there will most likely be a signal 
given him — will kindly introduce the 
next speaker on his left, and each speaker 
in turn to introduce the gentleman on 
hig left. I now call upon the first presi- 
dent of the Hamilton Club, Mr. Robert 
McMurdy. 

Robert McMum)Y. 

I am gradually coming into the reali- 
zation that mv only claim to immortality 
is, that I was the first president of this 
club. Naturally, as those things go, some 
credit has fallen to me for the achievt»- 
ments of the first administration, but 
ii-eally, the work was very widely, and I 
might say, very wisely, distributed. The 
achievements of the first administration 
were not in deeds so much as in dreams, 
but they were very practical dreams. We 
realized that it) was much more import- 
ant to start the Club right than merely to 
start it. And so we started the ( 'lub upon 
a foundation of some ideals which still 
obtain to this hour. As we grow older, 
year by year, w^e more and more come to 
understand that any organization does 
not get very far from the morale of the 
ori^nal membershii). Our main pnrposv^ 
aft that time was to interest young men 
and that really is the main purpose of this 
Club to this hour. We intended, and we 
were able to carry that intention into ef- 
fect, that no young man who enters this 
Club slnuild go down by reason of any 
condition which then existed within the 



Club. We intended that there should be 
educational features to inf(n*m these 
Aoung men on public questions. And we 
hoped to interest young men in practical 
politics, and in holding office in our gov- 
ernment, for we lielieved that the strong- 
est element of pul)lic life is the* public offi- 
cials which are governing us. Some of 
Ihe young men who entered this Club at 
that time, and many who have entere<l 
since, have held i)nblic office with great 
credit. 

We had other i(l(»als that were incor- 
l)orated in one way or another, in the 
fundamental organization of this institu- 
tion. One was simplicity, and I was very 
glad to notice the change in the recjuire- 
ment for ap])ar(»l on this occasion becausi» 
it was in line wijh the ideas of the pro- 
jectors of this Club. 

I now take great pleasure in introduc- 
ing a man who has evidenced his courage 
and his candor by retiiining some of those 
facial decorations that the rest of us have 
disposed of, and I cannot give higher 
praise than by saying the truth w-hen I 
introduce a high type of true friend and 
good citizen, Frank I. Moultoh. 

Frank I. Moilton. 
As I read the announcement of the 
meeting we are now holding, that it was 
to be a reception to the ex-presidents, I 
said to myself, Why, yes, this is an exhibit 
of anti(iues, and 1 thought probably that 
was the explanation of the small attend- 
ance here this evening rather than the rea- 
son so gracefully given by our President. 
I understood when the announcement w'as 
made that the ex-presidents were suj)- 
posed to tell a little something of the his- 
tory of their administration or rather of 
their reigns as we are used to call them. 
There was one ideal that the former 
speaker did not si)eak of, which I wish to 
emphasize tonight and that is this: that 
the men who organized this (Mub believetl, 
and I do not mcsin to sav that it has 
changed ; but in the Ix^ginning of the Club,* 
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the men who joiiieil the llamilton Club 
joined for the things they thought they 
could bring into tlie (Uub and not for the 
things they could get out of it. As long 
as the membershii) holds before it that 
ideal, I have faith to believe in the future 
success, strengtli, power and interest of 
the Club in its undertakings. 1 thouglit, 
until I was told tonight, that there were 
other gentlemen of this (Jlub who had the 
distinction along with nie, that I was the 
only man of this Club who ever ran twice 
for the presidency. You have a very 
warm campaign on now, 1 am tcdd, but 
back in 1894 when this ( -lub was four 
years old, we had a red hot campaign. 
That was the iirst time I ever shied my 
hat into the ring. At that time we got out 
ninety-five per cent of the membership of 
the Club and the gentleman who was 
elected had thirty-votes and I had twenty- 
six. I kept on for two years more and 
finally I was elected. I recite that in- 
stance for the benefit of other candidates 
and especially for the beiu^fit of our friend 
]Mr. Henry Morris. 

It so happened that I was president 
ciuring the first campaign of William Mc- 
Kinley. You gentlemen think y<m have a 
\ery warm campaign on here for mendwr- 
rfiip. When I was (»lected president W(» 
had 125 mend)ers. At the end of my tiTui 
we had betwHMi 800 and 000 members, so 
that was very good work for the summer 
of 1896. We took a v(»ry active part in 
that campaign. Judge Barn(*s was chair- 
man of the Political Action Committee. 
We rent(Kl i^uarters <lown t4)wn in the 
Marquette Building. W(^ had on our ros- 
ter that summer over one hundred si)eak- 
ers and we had from five to twenty sjx^ak- 
ers almost every noon, in this city, and it 
was one of the most strenuous cami)aigns, 
as you will all renu*mber, that we have 
ever had. 1 now have the pleasure of in- 
troducing one of the biggest i)residents 
this Club has ever had, .Indge Jesse Ilol- 
dam.

I am afraid, my dejir brother Moulton, 
that you will lose your reputation for 
veracity or else some will doubt your 
judgment. I am inclined to think, from 
t he looks of the assembly, the smallness of 
it, that the mend>ers of the llamiton Club 
have gotten the idea that the ex-presi- 
dent.s ar(» all a lot of old fogies. Now, 
look at our tirst president, what a nice 
l(M)king young man lie is, and even Frank 
Moulton isn't getting old, and, it is neetl- 
less for me to sav that 1 am not old.

this evening. Mr. Ilurbert E. Goodman 
l)roposed nn^ and induced me to come into 
the ('lub as a member, and 1 am glad that 
he is here tonight. 1 feel as if I stand for 
the coniKH-ting link, between the old and 
the new, between the membership we had 
on the south side, and the time when we 
opened \\\) the then new club house in the 
Morrison Hotel. At that time we got 
awav from the social functions of musi- 
cales and dances and pure food shows 
<lown there, to the real activities of politi- 
cal life down here* in the center of the city. 
We tluMi started upon the great enter- 
prises that have sinc(» formed the activi- 
ties of this Club. The Club has been 
growing and growing and growing. Of 
course, this is a magnificent building and 
the appointments are beautiful. They are 
the latest word in club constrnction and 
we ftnd very proud of it and you are all to 
be congratulated upon the fact that you 
have accomi)lished so much, but I want

In surveying the list <d' speakers for 
to-night one is moved to paraphrase 
the late Moses P. Handv's remarks 
concerning Washington correspondents, 
and to say that for this occasion all 
gall is divided into three ])arts — those 
who have been presidents of the Hamil- 
ton Club, he who is prc^sident of the Ham- 
ilton Club, an<l those who (h^sire to be 
presidents of the Hamilton Club. 

Tt is perhaps a gratifying retlecthni *o 
the Club membership, and ])articnlarly so 
to Messrs. Austin and (luernsev that it 
reallv matters not a tinker's dam which 
of them is elected. Any man occu])ying 
the position of president of this Club is 
simply one who is present at the march- 
ing of events, and we will never have a 
president big enough to s(»riously impede 
the forward march of the Hamilton Clnb. 
The Hamilton Club is now as it has ever 
been a club of ideals, and those id(»als of 
pood government and sound jiolicy will 
endure.

ceived tin- reply, "I think the thing I en- 
joyed most was when there at the md 
you said, "My lords, I have done.' " 

Now, in the administration that was 
known as my administration the thinf^ 
I think, that stands out most remarkably 
was the fact that the committee of the 
Club went about accomplishing things. 
The meml»ers who were members at that 
time and those who have since come in 
know that the committees put in the new 
grill room in the place of a aertes of 
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now get that lease?-' He said, "I don't 
know; I will sei»/' There was a great 
deal of negotiating with tlie trustees of 
the Fuller estate to get the lease. We 
had to convince tlieni that the Hamilton 
Chib had come to stay and would "make 
good.-' Finally, we agreed upon the 
terms of a lease and that was put in 
escrow together with five thousand dol- 
lars, with the Chicago Title & Trust 
Company. We had to raise two hundred 
and fifty thousand dollars. We had ac- 
cumulated fifty thousand dollars and we 
had to raise two hundred thousand in 
addition, within sixtv davs. We went to 
work, and when the subscriptions got to 
two hundred thousand dollars, with tlie 
fifty tliousand dollars accumulated, I 
knew tliat it had been accomplished, but 
we could not force the collection of all 
these subscriptions at once. They were 
not all presently i)ayable. AVe were 
seventy thousand dollars short. I called 
together a numljer of influential men in 
tlie club, and told them we needed in 
cash seventy thousand dolars, at once. 
Mr. Hugo E. Otte got up and said the 
National Citv lUmk, of whicli lie was 
cashier, would loan the Hamilton Club 
twenty-five thousan<l dollars, ilr. Orde, 
our treasurer, and I, went and s^iw 
George if. Reynolds, president, an<l 
Ralph Van Vechten, vice-i)resi(lent of the 
C(mtinental & Commercial National 
Bank, and we borroweil thirty-five thou- 
sand dollars there. This made sixty 
thousand dollars and we needed ten 
thousand dollars more in order to secure 
the lease. 

What did we give these banks? The 
Hunt Hotel then stood here. We said 
we would give them temj)orary certifi- 
cates to be replaccHl by bonds, secured 
by a tmst deed upon the leasehold and 
the building to be erecte<l. 

One day, we were in (juandary; we 
iieeded ten thousand dollars more to 
make the seventv thousand dollars. I 



thought of the man who made the first 
subscription for our bonds, viz.; twenty- 
five hundred dollars, and who also took 
the last seventy-five hundred dollars of 
our bonds, William E. Muse, a good, true 
friend of the Hamilton (Mub. I called 
him up at John V. Farwell & Co., and 
said: "Mr. Muse, 1 need ten thousand 
dollars, can you loan it?" He said: 
"How soon have you got to have it?" 1 
said, "At once." He said, "Hold the 
wire.'' He came back and said, "Oh, yes, 
I will bring the check over," and he 
brought a check and laid it on the cigar 
case in the old club house, a check for 
ten thousand dollars, payable to John H. 
Hatten. We then had our two hundred 
and fifty thousand dollars and that gave 
us a lease that we could have sold for 
one hundred thousand dollars profit the 
day after we got it. I am glad to say 
that before I went out of oflice the club 
paid the seventy thousand dollars bor- 
rowed and all interest thereon. Then 
began the work of the building commit- 
tee*. They went to work on the plans and 
specifications, which plans and specifica- 
tions had to be ajiproved by the board of 
directors of the club and also by the 
trustees of the Fuller estate. The trus- 
tees of the Fuller estate directed what 
kind of a building should go up, that it 
should be of such construction that in 
the event that the club failed, that it 
could be converted into a commercial 
building. The steel was to be of such 
construction that it would carry fifteen 
stories. We were only obliged to put up 
(M'ght stories on the south sixty-two fe(»t, 
but the Building Committee and the 
Board of Dircn^tors, in their wisdom, siiid 
that if we only have a banquet hall one 
story in height it will be too low. Let 
us put uj) another story and make it two 
stories thrown into o!u% so that when the 
ban(]uet hall is carried fcu'ty feet to the 
north (as it must and will be soon) that 
it will be a magnificent banejuet hall, the 
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liii,e8l of tiii^' ill the City of Cliimgo, aihl 
80 we put in another story. 

Our courteous manager, Curt Vos- 
burgh, said: "Gentlemen, you are going 
to make a mistake if you only put one 
floor for bed rooms. There will be a 
great demand for bed rooms," and so we 
concluded to put in another story for 
bed rooms. Now, under the lease as 
originally drafted, we were only recpiired 
to put up a three story temporary build- 
ing on the north forty feet, but the Board 
of Directors, in its wisdom, said, *'there 
is no telling how soon it may be<*oim* 
riecessary to run that buiding up, so as 
to make it the same height on the north 
forty feet as on the south sixty-two, and 
we will make it permanent, so that it 
will not interfere with the tenants, and 
the tenants cannot hold us back, but just 
as soon as we are ready to build we can 
build right over them.-' Instead of mak- 
ing it a temporary three story building, 
it was made a permanent four stories in 
height, and I think that the action of the 
building committee and the board meets 
with the entire approval of the club, and 
reflects great credit on the Building Com- 
mittee and the Board. 

It was my privilege and pleasure, as 
one of the last acts of mv administration 
to sign the contract for putting up this 
building. During my administration a 
large amount of money was raised, the 
lease was secured and contract for the 
building signed. 

We gave a magnificent banquet at 
which between nine hundred and a thou- 
sand gentlemen sat down, one of the 
finest banquets ever given in Chicago. 
That banquet reflected great credit upon 
the committee having it in charge. 

I went out of office and turned the 
presidency over to a man who had ca- 
tered to "his majesty, the American Citi- 
zen," a successful business man, and the 
Club made no mistake when they elected 
Fred Ti. Rossbach president of the Ham- 
ilton Club. He and his Board of Di- 



rectors made good. It was a great lask, 
a mighty task, altlumgh the larger por- 
tion of the money had been provided, and 
the lease secured, and the contract 
signed, yet it was a mighty task to go 
on and complete the undertaking. You 
don't know, and I don't know, the mag- 
nificent work thev have done in having 
this building completed as it has been, 
so that we can come in and enjoy it and 
all the blessings of the Club. You don't 
know and I don't know the number of 
strikes they have had ou their hands, 
how they have avoided them, and workal 
arcnind in ditferent ways and completed 
their work. President Kossbach and his 
Board of Directors, the Building ('oni- 
inittee and the House Furnishing and 
Decorating Committ^ee, are all entitled 
to the most sincere thanks of the Clu!» 
for what they liave done in completing 
and turning over to the members this 
splendid new and permanent club home. 
Now, gentlemen, I am going to call 
upon ilr. Kobert S. lies to read an en- 
grossed set of resolutions passed by the 
Board of I)irect4)rs to be presented to 
Mr. Fred L. Kossbach, retiring president 
of the Hamilton Club. 

Whereas, the present administration succeeded 
to and assumed the responsibility of completing 
the work of erecting and furnishing the New 
Club House, so auspiciously begun under the 
splendid administration of President John H. 
Batten, and to that end received the leasehold 
of the New Club House site, together with a fund 
of $316,000; and 

Whereas, this most gratifying result has been 
accomplished at an expense of $358,696 for con- 
struction and $52,305 for equipment, and the new 
building completed, ready to be delivered to the 
incoming administration as the permanent club 
home; and 

Whereas, all the other activities of the Club 
have been maintained and its social, political and 
civic work prosecuted with unabated vigor and 
success, and the Club's current liabilities met 
promptly: and 

Whereas, the positive pledge was made to 
raise the resident membership to the limit of 
2,000 members, and secure a waiting list before 
the close of the year, and which pledge has been 
fulfilled: and 

Whereas, in the accomplishment of this splen- 
did result President Fred L. Rossbach has been 
the guiding spirit, and has devoted his time, 
energy and ability, without limit, and by his 
wide experience and knowledge of men and affairs 
and his wise and just decisions, and the judicious 
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distribution of the work among the various com- 
mittees and members of the Club, has secured 
perfect harmony and unanimity of action toward 
the great end to be attained, without which it 
could not have been done; 

THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, That we 
congratulate the Club upon having chosen for its 
executive in this crucial year a man of the splen- 
did administrative ability, integrity and sound 
business discretion, of President Rossbach; and 
that we recognize and acknowledge in him a wise, 
just and capable executive, a man of honor and 
integrity and a loyal, devoted and esteemed mem- 
ber and the worthy successor of President John 
H. Batten, and the other illustrious presidents 
who have so ably and generously contributed to 
the full fruition of the Club''s purpose to secure 
a permanent club home. 

His kind and courteous manner, his fair and 
impartial rulings, his generous, noble and devoted 
service, and his energy, vigilance, integrity and 
his self-sacri^fie in the best interests of the Club 
have endeared him to us all. 

And we hereby tender to him the sincere and 
devoted thanks of this Board and the Hamilton 
Club for his distinguished service and devotion, 
through which we are able to deliver the New 
Club House to our successors. 

Judge Batten then said: ^'President 
Rossbach, the Board of Directors of the 
Hamilton Club have realized through 
their connection with you during the 
past year that you are bright, you are 
polished, you liave got the right ring, 
you are true, you are sterling, and ex- 
ceedingly useful, and tlierefore in a slight 
manner, to show their appreciation of 
you and of your services to the Club, 
they present to you this (*heef«e and 
cracker set. The inscription, gentlemen, 
reads: "To Mr. Fred L. Kossbach, R(»- 
tired President of the Hamilton Club of 
Chicago, from the Oflficers and Directors, 
May 20th, 1912." At the request of the 
Board of Directors, Mr. President, and 
in their behalf, 1 present this cheese and 
cracker set to you. 

Mr. Rossbach — Judge Batten, Judge 
lies and fellow members of the Hamilton 
Club : 

This is certainly a most agreeable sur- 
prise, and 1 cannot exi)ress as 1 wouM 
like my sincere a])pr(Miation of your kind- 
ness in presenting nw with both the mag- 
nificent set of resolutions and this beairti- 
ful dish.

because I think Mrs. Rossbach will have a 
\er\ select place* in the cabinet for it. 
These splendid gifts are as unexpected as 
they are undeserved. A large amount of 
credit for tliis exrej)tionally successful 
administration is misi)laced, because it 
was attained through the faithful indul- 
gence, perseverance, intelligence and ex- 
cellent co-operation of the Board of Direc- 
tors to a man, and the constant aggres- 
siveness of the various committees. The 
club was fortunate indeed to liave such a 
number of good workers on its commit- 
tees taking active interest in this admin- 
istration. Some liave actually neglwted 
their business dav after day to fulfill their 
duties on committees to the best of their 
ability. This is what has made the ad- 
ministration a success more than any- 
tliing else, and I want to take this opi)or- 
tunity to thank each faithful one of them 
from the bottom of my heart for their 
grand efforts, and also this beautiful 
token. 

(At this point the Hamilton Club Quar- 
tette sang "When the Corn is Waving.'') 

Mr. Rossbach — During this administra- 
tion, we were very fortunate in having 
the President of the United States stay 
here for thrcn* full days, during which 
time the Club had three different func- 
tions: the laying of the Corner Stone, the 
Citizens' Mass Meeting at the First Regi- 
ment Armory, and the Luncheon at the 
La Salle Hotel. 

For the first six months of the adminis- 
tration, we had a net increase of about 
( ighty-three members. During the I*resi- 
dent's visit the Club had considerable 
publicity in all the newspapers. In fact, 
one issue of the Sunday Tribune devoted 
an entire page to descril)ing our new 
Imilding, the day before tiie laying of the 
CoriuT Stone. From tliat time on, with 
the assistance of the 2000 C^)mmitt<H», the 
applications commenced to come in (piite 
rapidly. The* resnlt is, that during the 
past six months w(» have added in all 
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about twelve hundred members, making a 
net increase of 1,267 members for the 
year. 

As von know, tlio dues have been in- 
creased from *4(I.(M) to *50.(M), effective 
the fli*st day of May. This, together with 
the in<Tease in nienihersliii>, has inerease^l 
the revenue <lerivod from dues from about 
$43,000 annually to »107,000. 

The Keiriprocity Agivement with the 
Republican riub of New York, which en- 
ables our raeml)ers who visit New York to 
have the privileges of the New York Clul>, 
was executed just recently, and several of 
our mendxM-s who were there have spoken 
very highly of the Republican Club and 
have really enjoyed the privileges ex- 
tended to them. 

One of the large successful meetings 
held during this administration was the 
International Peace Meeting held at the 
Auditorium on January 7, this year. 
Among the several prominent gentlemen 
who delivered addresses were: Senator 
Chas. Warren Fairbanks of Indiana ; Col. 
Hcmrv Watterson of Kentuckv, and the 
Hon. I). J. Foster of Vermont. 

The work of the Office ami Accounts 
Committee has been verv businesslike, 
and the result is that a numl>er of bad 
accounts have been dropptnl and (luite a 
few of our non-residents, who were rather 
"backward" — so Brother Nims sald-- 
have been wee<l(Ml out: so our membership 
is now far more prompt than it has been 
for some time in making payments 

The "Hamiltonian," as vou undoubted- 
ly know, or have not(*d, is a vi*rv magnifi- 
cent paper, and in it I lK»lieve we have one 
of the lK\st club publications of the coun- 
try. 

During the year, our life nuMuberships 
have been doubled in value. The original 
price was ?J:250.(IO, but we sold the remain- 
ing seventy-tive life mend)ei*ship8 at 
JWiKKOO. each. 

As a rcsnh of recent negotiations, we 
have niergiHl the Manpiette Club, the old- 



est Republican Club in the West, com- 
ixmed of a large numlier of prominent 
gentlemen, and it is a pleasure to have 
had them a<lded to our list during the 
year. 

All of the important committees have 
been very active, and the Membership 
Committee has passed upon about 1,500 
applications. Perhaps a hundred and fif- 
ty of them didn't i)ass favorably, and that 
hundred and fifty gave more trouble than 
the other thirteen hundred and fifty. That 
committee has had 107 meetings during 
the year. 

The Board of Directors up to this day have 
had forty meetings during the year, and all have 
been harmonious. I see Mr. Munger smiling as 
though I was stretching the truth. \Vc had 
thirty-nine meetings, but someone said we should 
have had one more and make it forty, so we had 
one. This last meeting lasted two and one-half 
hours, so we can safely make the number forty 
and be correct. 

The success of an administration lies in the 
work done by the committees, and I feel particu- 
larly grateful to the committees for the many 
achievements mentioned here. I did not know 
that I was to be called upon to give any record 
of this year's work, because it is fresh in the 
minds of all the members. The Building Com- 
mittee have been very constant in their work. 
They have been hampered to a great extent be- 
cause it was necessary to economize, but their 
splendid work under limited conditions is now 
easily conceivable, and I take great pleasure in 
introducing to you the chairman of that com- 
mittee, Mr. William B. Austin. 

The Building Committee is composed of seven 
men. We have had seventy-five meetings. Five 
of us are directors, and the Board of Directors 
have had forty meetings, so that five of us have 
had one hundred and fifteen meetings this year. 
Every man on the Building Committee is a man 
of affairs, and every minute that he has devoted 
to this club has been at the sacrifice of his own 
private interests, and yet, that sacrifice has been 
made cheerfully and willingly and the result, I 
think you will agree with me, has justified the 
sacrifice. The Building Committed has endeav- 
ored to do its duty. It has no apologies to make. 
It does not claim a perfect project, but, the 
project has been made as near the ideal as human 
imperfections would permit, and our limited funds 
would justify. We have had forced upon us im- 
portant responsibilities, one of which was solicit- 
ing of bids, awarding of contracts, of subdividing 
the club house into these various departments, 
and paying out $340,000 of the Club's money. We 
have, as our business judgment dictated, made 
one hundred and seventy-five changes in the orig- 
inal plans and specifications of this building — not 
all. however, at the expense of the Club. ^ In all 
of our doings we have had the valuable assistance 
of President Rossbach and ex-President John H. 
Batten. 
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aldetl as one iM)ssessed of ji iiieiiibersliii) 
of repres^Mitiitive men, not snobby, but 
whole-souled; not fiiplitly, but sound; not 
cold, but warm-hearted; not idlers, but 
workers, and filled with the spirit of good 
fellowship. 

Nnnd)erin«i: in its ranks a membership 
of approximately 3,000 men of intelli- 
*:enee, whose ideas and tastes differ, the 
Club rcKjuires a comprehensive plan of 
manajrement, one that aim.^ to do the 
«^reat(»st i^ood t/) the }»;reatest number. 
Thouji:h Mr. Austin, his cabinet and di- 
re(*tors, were eleiHcd only by a majority 
of the votes cast they are anxicms to serve 
the entire mend>ership and jnve the mem- 
bers what they are entitled to — a sound 
and forceful administration. Strong mor- 
al, if not active support of the entire ad- 
ministration is an invaluable aid to an 
administration. 

This, doubtless, will be an unusually 
important year in the Club's history. A 
national campaign is on and great vigor 
and activity- must be supplied, ilr. Aus- 
tin is a splendi<l leader, strongly equipped 
to guide the Club through a great year. 
He enjoys our confidence; we happily and 
contentedly i)lace this year's tasks into 
his hands and look forward to a promis- 
ing and fruitfnl r(»ign. His earnestness 
and zeal in the ( 'Inirs behalf are already 
being bronght into action, and a special 
committee has Ikmmi a[)pointe<l to devise 
])lans to tinance the (extension of the 
north wing of the building to c<iual the 
lieight of the south wing. Our hearts and 
hands are with yon, Mr. Austin, amd the 
world's eves are npon von. We know 
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A NEW ERA 

Monday, May 20, 1912, William n. 
Austin was elected president of the Ham- 
ilton Club of Chicago. Tlie campaign 
l^receding the election was friendly and 
Kpiriteil, and the vote decisive. The con- 
test was forgotten after the casting of the 
last ballot and all Hamiltonians are now 
**Austinites." Tliis is as it should be. 

Mr. Austin is a broad-minded man, — 
<leals with tilings in a big way and has a 
very attentive ear. His life has b(?en given 
to the handling of intricate matters, seri- 
ous problems, and vital interests, and his 
temperament leads him to consider every- 
thing that presents itself in a free, con- 
scienti<ms, and optimistic manner. His 
training ha^ brought him to this mih*- 
stone, sound in mind and sound in bod\.

Under the presidency of the genial and 
effleient Jndge John H. Halt ten, antiei- 
pating tiie expiration of the lease of th«* 
old quarters of the Hamilton Ulnl), antl 
taking in mind tiie increasing popularity 
of the organization, its growth in tiie 
public eye, and the sense of obligation 
which the knowledge of these things in- 
Rpired in the directors of the Club, made 
the new building a necessity, not to the 
Club alone, nor to its meud)ers and the 
cause they represent in American politics 
of the <lecent sort, but also to the city, 
St4ite and Nation where its lot is cast. 

In fulfillment of these vjiried oblig.i- 
tions the services of th(» eminent archi- 
te<'t, Mr. S. S. Kenuin, were engaged for 
this importiuit work. A j^lot of groun<l 
in Dearborn str<M*t, between Ma<lis<m and 
Monroe, was sicnrcMl jis the most cen- 
tral possible situation for ai home which 
should aicM-ord those entitb<l to its 
privileges ai mjixinnim opportunity for 
its use. Witlnnit, tin* structure pre- 
sents an aulaiptaiti(m of tin* English Re- 
naissance arcliite4ture which is admir- 
ably suited to am in<lication of the neiHls 
and uses of tin* orgainizaition. The facade 
!n<li<*ates a honn» within by certain inti- 
macies of detailetl treaitnu*nt, while its 
imi>osing height and location bespeak the 
public character of its functions and its 
importance to the community. The am- 



ple provisions made for future exteiisiou 
of its meml»ership and the foresight which 
does not intend that even the increase in 
population of the metropolis of the We«t 
shall outstrip its growth are also shown 
plainly in the buibling itself. 

Within, the manner in which the rooms 
are laid out, the style of the interior dee- 
orations ais furnished by Marshall Field 
& C<unpany, the comfortiible furniture, 
and the cairefnl division of the floors for 
their most aippropriate uses and the con- 
veniein-e of the membership, all prove the 
intelligence with which the various prob- 
lems pres(»nted for soluti<m luive l)€?en met 
and answ(*red. 

Entering from the strcrct, a hospitably 
spacious vestibule welcomes the business 
an<l pn^fessionail mam who is seeking mo- 
mentairv recreaition in the societv of his 
fellows. A liveried attendant stands 
near the dtior to give all information 
sought with the least possible incon- 
venience to the inquirer. Swift and 
noiseless elevators in cluirge of club serv- 
ants lead to the floors above, of which the 
first two contiiin rentable space for the 
assistance of the Club treasury, a single 
room on the second floor being reserved 
for i)ool tables. These are quickly 
passeil, ami the visitor enters the nobly 
spacious riH-eption room, itself a hall 
larger than mainy which are given pre- 
tentious titles. 

Perhai];s none of the (piestions present- 
e<l to the makei-s of ai club is of more con- 
sequence tham those that ask themselves 
in regaird to the treatment of such a 
ViMmx as this. It is alm<»st the easiest 
thing in the w(»rl<l to nnike a large en- 
c1os(m1 space like this fonnal and forbid- 
ding, rather than Inunelike and hospit- 
able. Walls too coldly tinte<l, chairs de- 
signed for beauty rather than comfort, a 
carpet or rugs thait look too good to be 
walked upon, an arrangement of the fur- 
niture that makes companionship in any 
wav difficult, the absence of conveniences 
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for Hiiuikiiig and enjoying life^ any oitc 
of these details, if negleeteil, might have 
gone far toward stifling the sense of snli- 
slantial well-being that must dominate: a 
body like the Hamilton Clul) if it is to 
function at its brst. 

The strang(»r passes through tiu» el«*Vii 
top door into tliis gn^at room, glances 
about him with a pernunuMit sense of sat- 
isfaction, and sinks into one* of the great, 
heavily upholstered chairs with a sigh 
of relief at the combination of good sense 
and good taste that hjiv(» made the rece])- 
tion room exactly what it ought to be* 
The ceiling and walls jire at once ri<*h, 
satisfying jind good to look ui>ou. The 
tall, gracefully draped wimlows shut out 
the world to those who desire the seclu- 
sion of a retreat, or open upon a balconv 
near the interscM'tion of two of the busi- 
est streets in modern city life for those 
who love the noises and distractions of 
a metropolis. The gi'eat pillars which 
rise through the room for the support of 
the enormous structure above have been 
seized upon to l(»nd even so hirge a space 
as this the appearance of coziness, while 
nooks and corners have been utilized to 
add to this effect. The floor coverings 
are warm aiml inviting, ami of substan- 
tial, every-day material that deman<ls 
use. The huge chairs in which one may 
readilv lose one's s(»lf jind erne's sens4» of 
care and discomfort, are grouped about 
the pillars and in the corners ready to 
be taken possession of by those who se(*k 
conversation from th<»ir fellows. Small 
tables ready to hand, jurmit a book or 
newspaper to be laid down and jdcked 
up again. Everywhere* is seen that pains- 
taking <*are of details which, once taken, 
does so much to obviate the future nerd 
for either painstaking or care. The room 
is large enough to be cool in summer, ami 
yet small enough to lend itself to the* 
feeling of warmth and comfort at all 
times. It is a triumph of modern fur- 
nishing. 



It is not easy to upresit a lN>dy like thi* 
Uamiltein Club from the building in 
which it had been flnnly planted for ten 
years and keej) the <dd sense of pleasant 
associations that had steadily grown 
throughout that period from seed to 
flower from withering. Yet it is sjife to 
saj' that the pride of the newer achieve- 
ment has fairly offset whatever grief may 
have been felt at the beginning for the 
necessiiry change, and the fertile soil into 
which tlie <Mub has l>een so effectually 
transplanted has already given full signs 
of going on to a fairer and more perfect 
Idossoming. After all, it is the seuti- 
ment behind such a body as the Hamil- 
ton V\\\h which constitutes its chief asset, 
and the new building is already stored 
with memories of the old through the 
n^collectioiis of those who fre<iuent it and 
the harmonv of treatment which has 
given it beauty and refinement. 

Chicago is emphatically a city of libra- 
ries and in possession of endowments and 
institutiems which rank it among the first 
one or two cities of the globe in the pos- 
session and ac(|uirenient of books. The 
Hamilton Club has shown its sense of 
responsibility in sm-h surroundings by its 
own librarv, which worthilv adds it« 
(|Uota to the million ami a <|uarter of vol- 
umes now in the town. Here has been 
senight and found the i)eace and quiet 
which belongs to the student and enquir- 
er, the atmosphere of aloofness which 
l)roi)erly surrounds the reader who is 
seeking knowledge ami reH-reation against 
the duties of life without. "JThe rf>om is 
ample for the meds of the members for 
years to come, and the seh'ctiem of books 
worthy of its as|nrations. This is near 
the great recei)tion room, and in connec- 
tion with it is the writing nmm, dedicat- 
e<l to soe-ial and seMitimental correspond- 
ence rath(»r than to the* rush of businesR 
responsibilitie^s which letter writing haa 
come te) mejin in these busy days. Like 
the library, it is a place of calm and in- 
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dividual seclusion rather than of genial 
companionship, and the feeling has been 
carried out in the furnishings and dee- 
orations, the substantial oak of one and 
the undjstracting yet etfeetive color 
scheme of the other. 

The directors' room, the capitol of this 
little city, is business-like and fitted with 
that evidence of affluence which the suc- 
cessful man of affairs enjoys having 
about him. It has a sense of responsi- 
l)ility in its simple chairs and broad 
table, the rich carpet on the floor and 
the slowly ticking clock against the wall. 
Here the inner life of the Hamilton Club 
centers and finds development, and with- 
in these simple walls may be expected to 
originate plans for the maintenance and 
amplification of the higli reputation it 
has already acquired. 

On this same floor are combination 
rooms for various club activities, carry- 
ing out the same subdued and cheerful 
effects found elsewhere. Here, too, is 
the barber shop, a more effective symbol 
of the comfort and luxury of American 
civilization than the unthinking suppose. 
Whatever our national short<M)mings at 
other points, we may i)oint to our l)arber 
shops with the assurance that never in 
the histoi*y of civilization has it been pos- 
sible for a man to rid himself of unde- 
sired hair or beard witii so de<»p a feeling 
of sjitisfaction. Here the last vestige of 
the age-old combination of tlu* barb<»r and 
surgeon has been wijxnl away, even to 
the suppression of the sign of the bloody 
bandage which still jxunts out elsewhere 
the old ideAtification of bloodletting and 
the barber's blade*. 

The fourth floor of tlu* l)uilding con- 
tains the billiard rooms, with ample a<-- 
commodations for all who wish to engage 
in that friendly game of skill and S('ien(*e. 
Originally it was iut(Mi(l(»(l that the i)ool 
tables should sliari* this si)ac(» with their 
more dignified cousins of the* griMMi rloth 
and resilient cushions, but the* fun that 



goes with the Kelly brand of the jovial , 
indoor sport has alrea<ly caused the re- 
moval of the pool tables to the seclusion 
of the second floor, where the contestants 
can nmke all the noise they wish without 
setting astray the carefully poised cue of 
the billiardist. 

The fifth and sixth floors are given up 
to the bedrooms furnishetl fin* the use of 
belated an<l bachelor members. Here is 
the (|uiet and sense of remoteness re- 
quired for rest, while inviting leather 
lounges in the halls permit less fonnal 
rest than the use of the rooms indicates. 
These colonial bedrooms are triumphs of 
cool an<l cleanly furnishing, with spa- 
cious beds, inviting walls, windows 
<lraped agjiinst glaring light and city 
noise, soft rugs, and light and graceful 
furniture. 

The seventh floor, furnished through- 
out in the Rose du Harry tint, which is 
so becoming to feminine complexions, is 
almost ceremonially given over to the gen- 
tle use of the sitsers and the cousins and 
the aunts of mend)ers and others of the 
l)etter sex whose countenan<»e is so needful 
for the peace of mind of the Club as a 
whole. Si)acious recei)tion rooms with all 
that is denianded in the way of accessories 
and attendance, still larger dining-rooms, 
where no mere man may enter without 
female escort ; ])rivate dining-rooms, 
where the a<lvantages of th(» Club cuisine 
may be shared with wives and sisters 
an<l other f<»llows' sisters, and retiring 
rooms, ar(» all fitted out with a daintiness 
and delicacy unsuited to the common or 
garden masculine membershi[). 

The eighth floor shows at the first 
glance tlu» iliffcMvncc* lietw(»en the re- 
c|uirem<»nts of the* m<»n and the w<mian. 
Here is th(» grill room in Jacobean oak, 
designed as a solid frame to the substan- 
tial food demanded bv the inner man 
Here* ai*(* the s])acions kitchcMi, the store- 
rooms h(»avy with si)i((»s and oth<»r comes- 
tible fragrancc^s, the steward's <iffic(»s. 
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where the rites of hospitality are pre- 
pared for, and the spots sacred to the 
chef and his assistants, spotless in caps 
and aprons of white. 

The ninth floor holds the liigh-ceiled 
and sniilini^ banquet hall or main dining 
room, only in us(» wlien the grill room 
proves inatlcMjnate for daily needs or 
some dignitary is to be entertained or 
Club function of the more formal sort 
performed. It is beautifully, yet simjdy 
decorated, spacious and airy, ventilation 
perfect for the clouds of tobacco smoke, 
which will jirise from time* to time, yet 
must not disturb the elo<|U<»nce of the 
after-dinner si>eakers, ami with a si)ace 
for the disc<mrsing of sweet musi(* above. 

The tenth and uppermost floor is for 
the housing of the riub servants. Far 
below, in the basement, is a tile and 
mosaic bath, with the gre«it swimming 
pool, shower baths, locker and dressing 
rooms and all that goes to bespeak the 
purity of person which may rightly pre- 
cede all attempts to purify American 
politics. All this ccmifort and sumptn- 
ousness has 1kh.mi created since May, 1911, 
hardly more than a ywir ago. The 
new building was dedicated and its cor- 
nerstone lai<l by President Taft, aft^r an 
eloquent specM-h, which indicated the na- 
tional character of the Hamilton Club. 
Other s])eak(»rs <hi this occasion were 
former Pr(»si(hMits Judge John H. Batten 
and Freil L. Kossbach and Mr. W. 
B. Austin. The new building was ready 
for occupancy on May 1 of this year, and 
its iK)Ssession was formally celebrated by 
a banquet on ilay IS, when due congratu- 
lations were (»xten(b'<l the Ilamiltcm Club 



for the ownership of quarters equal to 
the best of social clubs and better equip- 
ped than those of any other political or- 
ganization in the Tnited States. 

The Building Committ(*e which carried 
this enterprise to its successful conclu- 
sion was made up of Messrs. W. B. Aus- 
tin, chairman, an<l A. R. Clarke, C. W. 
Denicke, n. (\ Morris, C. G. Blake, M, 
B. Orde and Robert S. lies. The Special 
House Furnishing Committee, which was 
responsible for the interior treatment of 
the ediflce, was compose<l of Messrs. A. 
N. Marcpiis, chairman, and B. D. Porter, 
W. B. Austin, 11. I) Ilicks and R. T. 
Nelson. 

The Hamitlon Club now comprises two 
thousand two hundred resident and six 
hundred non-r(»si4lent members and ranks 
as the largest and most influential politi- 
cal club in Amerii*a. Republican to the 
backbone, modern in principles and ten- 
dencies, thoroughly committed to the 
noblest patriotic endeavor, it prudently 
withholds its activities until nominations 
have l>e<m duly made, when its offices are 
exerted to the utmost for the success of 
the candidates. In its list of honorary 
meml)ers may be ftmnd the names of 
nearly every Republi(*an of the first rank 
since the founding of the organization in 
1890, including William McKinley, 
Thomas B. R<hm1, Presi<lent Taft, former 
President Roosevelt and manv more. 

In conclusion let it be stated that it is 
to Mr. C. I). Vosburgh, for eight years 
the manager of the Hamilton Club, that 
the prcs(Mit effl<iency of the organization 
in its new building is largely due. 
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
